ANNAPOLIS. Md. (AP) - 
Calling Spiro T. Agnew morally 
obtuse, the M aryland Court of 
Appeals has prohibited the for­ 
m er vice president from prac­ 
ticing law. 
“ It is difficult to feel com ­ 
passion for an attorney who is 
so morally obtuse that he con­ 
sciously cheats for his own 
pecuniary gain that govern­ 
ment he has sworn to serve, 
co m p letely 
d is re g a rd s 
the 
words of the oath he uttered 
when first adm itted to the bar 
and absolutely fails to perceive 
his professional duty to act hon 
est Iv in all m atters.” the court 
said 
The state's highest court dis- 
\ 
barred Agnew on Thursday be­ 
cause he pleaded no contest last 
October to a charge he evaded 
about $13,500 in federal taxes 
w hen he w as g o v ern o r of 
M aryland in 1967 
Agnew was not a m em ber of 
the federal bar. and his dis­ 
barm ent in M aryland prevents 
his practicing law elsewhere. 
The ruling affirm ed a recom ­ 
mendation in Jan u ary by a 
three judge circuit court panel 
which heard the case brought 
against Agnew by the Maryland 
B ar Association. 
Agnew, who was unavailable 
for comment, cannot appeal the 
decision but could petition the 
court for reinstatement as a 
lawyer at any time, officials of 
the court of appeals said. 
In a unanimous 13-page opin­ 
ion from the seven judges, the 
court said it considered tax 
evasion a crim e involving m or­ 
al turpitude, fraud and deceit 
and 
as 
such 
required 
dis­ 
barm ent under state law. court 
rulings and the ethical rules of 
the American Bar Association 
The judges said they found no 
mitigating 
circum stances 
to 
grant requests by Agnew and 
his lawyer. Leon HA Pierson, 
that the form er public official 
merely 
be 
suspended 
from 
practicing law. his profession 
before entering 
politics 
full 
time in 1962. 
The judges said failure to dis­ 
bar Agnew would be a travesty 
of their responsibility to uphold 
the integrity of the legal profes­ 
sion and 
prevent 
individual 
lawyers from hurting its image. 
Agnew. w ho was fined $10,000 
and placed on three years pro­ 
bation by the US District Court 
in Baltimore, had asked the 
circuit court panel last De­ 
cem ber to leave him with the 
means to earn a living. 
Since then, he has announced 
he is writing a novel about the 
vice presidency. Persons in the 
publishing industry have pre­ 
dicted the book should earn Ag­ 
new $100,000 or more. 


Unemployment 
Rote Edges 
Down Slightly 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s 
unemployment 
rate 
edged dow n from 5.1 per cent to 
5 jier cent of the work force in 
April, 
the 
government 
said 
today. 
It was tho second consecutive 
month that the unemployment 
rate had dropped 
Labor D epartm ent analysts 
considered the two-month de­ 
cline significant but said it was 
too early to determ ine whether 
it was the beginning of a trend. 
Unemployment jumped from 
a 3‘ j -year low of 4.6 per cent in 
October to 5.2 per cent 
in 
January, reflecting the down­ 
turn in the economy and the 
spreading effects of the fuel 
shortage. 
It rem ained 5.2 per cent in 
F ebruary before dipping to 5 1 
per cent in March. 
Despite the recent decline, 
the Nixon adm inistration has 
said it expects some increases 
in the unemployment rate later 
this year, particularly during 
the sum m er as more teen agers 
enter the work force 
According to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, about 4 5 mil­ 
lion A m ericans were without 
jobs in April That was about 
200,000 fewer than in January 
and F ebruary Gut still 430,000 
higher than in October at the 
shirt of the oil em bargo. 
Total em ployment stood at 
85 H million last month, about 
the sam e as in March 
After rising rapidly during 
the previous two years, e m ­ 
ployment has shown very little 
growth since October, reflect­ 
ing the lack of growth of jobs in 
the blue collar and service 
occupations, the government 
said

their forces have been waging 
for nearly two months. 


“We believe the negotiations 
would work best if there was no 
pressure by either side, and 
particularly if military actions 
w ere s to p p e d ,” P e r e s told 
newsmen. 
He emphasized that his re­ 
m arks were not an ultimatum 


to the Syrians. But he added:

Ohio Township Government 
Might Find Itself Changing 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Ohio township government, un­ 
changed for 170 years, may be 
on the verge of revolution. 
Urbanized townships which 
have grown in population but 
not in power want the sam e o r­ 
d in a n c e -m a k in g 
po w ers 
of 
cities to cope with challenges 
ranging from better police pro­ 
tection to improved w ater and 
sewer facilities. 
Nearly one-third of Ohioans 
live in the sta te’s 1,320 town 
ships, and 73 of the townships 
have populations of 6,000 or 
more. 
The biggest township is Cole- 
rain in Hamilton County with 
51,000 persons. The population 
is equal to E ast Liverpool, 
Piqua and Van Wert combined. 
Chester Hummell, executive 
director of the Ohio S tate Asso­ 
ciation of Township Trustees 
and Clerks, said. “Townships 
only have authority given them 
by the legislature. It boards of 
trustees have not been granted 
the power to do something, the 
only place they can get it is 
from the legislature. 
"T hat m akes the state legis­ 
lature the municipal council for 
people living in unincorporated 
areas." 
H u m m ell 
an d 
to w nship 
trustees want the power where 
the problems are 
He said two bills before the 
110th 
G e n e ra l 
A sse m b ly 
“ w ould give to w n sh ip s th e 
sam e power that municipalities 
have. Then people in townships 
could 
look 
for 
a 
solution 
through 
their 
local 
govern­ 
ment ." 
Hummell added, “Cities have 
been living under the luxury of 
home rule since 
1912. 
Why 
should some forms of local gov­ 
ernm ent have it and not oth­ 
ers0“ 
Township powers are limited 
to road service, fire and police 
service, zoning, som e environ- 


m ental protection and parks 
and recreation. 
They cannot incur a general 
debt, except in anticipation of 
voted special assessm ents for 
roads or sidewalks and for fire 
and road equipment. They also 
have greatly limited taxing au ­ 
thority. 
Some 
townships 
w ant the 
power to establish speed limits 
and control noise on and off 
public 
highways. 
They 
also 
w ant authority to clean streets, 
provide w ater supplies and to 
engage in redevelopm ent ac­ 
tivities. 
“By the tim e a township gets 
to the size of a city, it should 
h av e th e s a m e a u t h o r i ty ," 
Hummell said. An incorporated 
com m unity 
becomes 
a 
city 
when its population surpasses 
5,000 
Hummell does not expect the 
legislature to give townships 
m ore power this year, but he 
has hopes for the tilth General 
Assembly, beginning January 
1975. 
“There should be impetus in 
the lllth ," he added.

Mr. Nixon has m ade public 
edited transcripts of his talks 
with aides about W atergate, 
and invited the chairm an and 
senior Republican on the J u d i­ 
ciary Com m ittee to listen to the 
tapes to authenticate the tra n s­ 
cripts 
“ I don’t think it will w ork," 
said Hays. “ You c a n ’t expect 
C hairm an P e te r Rodino to lis­ 
ten to interm inable hours of 
taped conversations. They need 
the help of staff m em bers." 
Hays did say Mr. Nixon’s 
move was “ the right gesture,” 
but added that “a workable 
m ethod’’ m ust be found to in­ 
sure that the transcripts a re a c ­ 
curate. 
His reaction w as typical of 
congressional D em ocrats who 
generally felt Mr. Nixon should 
have complied with the J u d i­ 
ciary C om m ittee subpoena and 
turned over his actual tapes to 
the panel. Republicans, in con­ 
trast, called the P resid en t’s 
plan a “ reasonable” com pro­ 
mise.

Illiteracy Among U.S. 
Children ‘Alarming’ 


WASHINGTON (AP) - One 
million U S.children aged 12 to 
17 cannot read even at the 
fourth-grade level, according to 
a new federal report. 
Results of the special four- 
year testing program , suggest­ 
ing illiteracy to be more p er­ 
vasive than ever before rea l­ 
ized. w ere term ed “ alarm ing 
and discouraging" by Dr. Ruth 
Love 
Holloway, 
the govern­ 
m ent's reading expert. 
The problem was found to be 
the most severe am ong low-in- 
come black males, of whom one 
out of five could end formal 
schooling w ithout being able to 
read a sim ple paragraph. 


T h e 
N atio n al C e n te r for 
Health Statistics, an arm of the 
D epartm ent ot Health, E d u ca­ 
tion and Welfare, said the find­ 
ings indicate that existing gov­ 
ernm ent definitions of literacy 
"m ight lead to serious under­ 
estim ates" of the problem. 
P art of HKW’s Health E x a m ­ 
ination 
Survey, 
the 
special 
reading tests were adm inis­ 
tered to a sam pling of 6,768 
youths between 1966 and 1970. 
The scoring showed that 4.8 
per cent w ere illiterate. P ro j­ 
ected nationwide, that m eans 
about 1 million of 22.7 million 
schoolage children who should 
be in grades 6 through 12 cannot 


read a fourth g rad er’s m a ­ 
terials 
Illiteracy was found to be 
most prevalent among boys, e s ­ 
pecially blacks from 
low-in- 
come families where parents 
liad little or no formal educa­ 
tion. 
For example. 4.7 per cent of 
white m ales and 1.7 p er cent of 
white females could not read, 
com pared with 20.5 per cent of 
black males and 9.6 per cent of 
black females. 
In families with less than $3,- 
ooo annual income. 9.8 per cent 
of white youttis and 22.1 per 
cent of blacks were judged illit­ 
erate But the inability to read 
dropped to 3.5 per cent and 12.6 
per cent, respectively, in the 
$5,ooo-$6.999 income level, and 
to .8 per cent and 4.7 per cent in 
families earning 
more 
than 


$ 10,000. 
For those whose parents had 
little or no formal education, 22 
per cent of whites and 53 per 
cent of blacks could not pass the 
test 
When one parent had finished 
elem entary school, the illiter­ 
acy ra te fell to 6 per cent for 
white youths and 18 per cent for 
blacks

Undercover Officer's 
Role In Smashing of 
Dope Ring Revealed 


DETROIT (A P ) - During his 
eight months in the dope rack­ 
et, Vincent M azzara was known 
to his drug friends as a fast 
wheeler-dealer who spent thou­ 
sands of dollars on heroin and 
cocaine. 
That im age was shattered 
when federal and local author­ 
ities broke a dope ring and con­ 
fiscated an estim ated $6 million 
in drugs on information sup­ 
plied by M azzara—a Detroit 
police officer. 
M azzara’s role in the recov­ 
ery of 131 i pounds of heroin and 
four 
pounds 
of 
c o c a i n e - 
largest in the city’s history — 
was 
told Thursday 
by The 
Detroit News. 


" I t’s hard to think that it’s 
over," Mazzara, 24, said of an 
undercover life during which he 
was threatened with death sev­ 
eral times. He refused to carry 
a gun because it might have re­ 
vealed his true role. 
"I wanted to stay as far re­ 
moved from being identified as 
a police officer as I possibly 
could." he said. 
Mazzara, on the Detroit force 
ju s t th re e y e a rs, 
said he 
learned to change his character 
roles and attitudes as he rapid­ 
ly moved up in the drug world 
during his assignment. 
He first pretended to be a 
hippie, sporting a woolly hairdo 
and a pierced ear. Then to show 


his drug associates he was 
improving his life style, he 
traded in his faded jeans and 
earring for expensive clothes, 
styled coiffure, trim m ed m us­ 
tache and flashy sports car. 
His ruse was so convincing 
th a t 
one 
d e a le r 
M a zz a ra 
worked with cried in disbelief 
when he was arrested during a 
roundup of suspects Tuesday 
night, the newspaper said. 
Mazzara said he had himself 
arrested last August during a 
raid on a drug hangout and then 
began to work his way up the 
ladder as a drug dealer. He said 
he increased his drug buys 
from $200 a shot to $1,000 and 
once flashed $50,000 in cash to 
make a $6,000 purchase. 
He said that at one point, a 
contact told him: “You’re m ov­ 
ing 
too fast 
now, 
man. 
I 
wouldn't give you a nickel that 
you'll live six months." 
However. Mazzara said he 
continued to make bigger and 
bigger buys and eventually be­ 
cam e a close associate of some 
of Detroit’s principal dope deal­ 
ers. 
M azzara’s deals and wiretaps 
of the top peddlers also led fed­ 
eral agents to m ajor dealers in 
New York and Texas, law en­ 
forcement otficers said. 
Asked why he took the a s ­ 
signment, 
Mazzara said. 
“ I 
guess it’s just a lot of ambition 
I wanted to be the best."

A. Your eligibility for sup­ 
plemental security income w ill 
depend on the total amount of 
your resources including your 
savings account, and if you are 
eligible, your interest income 
may affect your payments.

tendance could. To get monthly 
student checks, you must be 
going to college full tune.

Time marches on 
and so do collectors in their 
never-ending search for these 
china clocks of Victorian vin­ 
tage.

THE MITCHELL-STANS trial was connected 
with W atergate only indirectly, although in the 
public mind it was lumped with the long list of 
alleged federal government transgressions that 
have kept the country in a turmoil for more than 
a vear. 
if that warning against prem ature celebration 
is kept firmly in mind, then it certainly is in 
order to reflect that the MitchelUStans acquittals 
represent the first ‘‘good break" 
the ad­ 
ministration and Republicans have received in 
so many months that we really don’t rem em ber 
the last one 
In the sam e context, it is probable that millions 
of Americans, of all political persuasions, will 
applaud the verdict from a 
hum anitarian 
viewpoint and will gain vicarious satisfaction, 
from the great relief and joy of exoneration 
being felt by Mr. Mitchell. Mr. Stans and their 
families. 


For most of their lifetimes the two men have 
been well regarded and highly respected, both in 
public and private life. To live under a cloud of 
common crim inality that somehow attached 
itself to them must have been a traum atic ex­ 
perience indeed. 
Mr Stans, as far as we know, now is free to 
return to his normal civilian occupations and 


lifestyle with the New York trial nothing more 
than a bad memory. 
Mr. Mitchell’s troubles, however, are not yet 
over. He still must face charges in Washington in 
relation to the W atergate cover-up. 


Our second observation on the outcome of the 
trial, and no doubt the more important one by 
far, is that it should go a long way toward 
reestablishing the traditional American concept 
that a person charged with a crime is innocent 
until proved guilty. 


Since indictments began to be handed down on 
W atergate and associated m atters there has 
been a widespread tendency to assum e that 
virtually everyone involved was guilty as sin and 
it isn’t necessarily so. 


Sen. Jam es O. Eastland ot Mississippi, a 
Democrat, declared in expressing his reaction to 
the acquittals that the decision shows the news 
media have been unfair. 


THE TROUBLES of President Nixon and a 
number of his former aides still awaiting trial 
still are to be resolved. 
The outcome remains very much in doubt but 
none should be tarred w ith the stick of guilt until 
the legal processes have had their innings 


That’s been one of the principal fallacies in the 
whole W'atergate mess from the beginning — 
there have been several million too many words 
spoken and written about it short of the time 
when anything meaningful was being done about 
it. 
We seem to rem em ber saying in one of our 
first editorials on W atergate many months ago 
that the proper place to settle it was in the courts 
— and in Congress. 
Nothing has occurred in the interim to change 
that belief and the Mitchell-Stans acquittals 
provide prim e evidence that the opinion is solidly 
grounded.

I asked 
if she and Harry could meet us 
at our room in the Fairmount 
Hotel at eight Dinner, I said.

He could outthink, outwit the 
whole gang, and they included 
some pretty bright characters. 
Harry was tall and skinny, a 
flashy dresser who squeezed his 
acne pimples. He was mad 
about girls, but he couldn’t 
dance, nor could he understand 
that one kiss does not imply 
complete surrender. 
His school marks in college 
were phenomenal. He scorned 
study; Harry glanced at books 
and paid more attention to his 
Paul Whiteman and Jan Garber 
records. His straight A’s were 
monotonous. Professors culti­ 
vated Harry and urged him to 
become a trial lawyer, an engi­ 
neer, a physician. 
My admiration for Harry 
Singer was 
everlasting.

perienced aides. They have 
served him long and well in 
many ways. But the proof lies 
in history. Not one of them has 
the kind of sharply tailored 
talent required to get him 
enough national convention 
delegates to win a presidential 
nomination. 
Indeed, at least one or two 
still cling to the mythical notion 
they developed in 1968 that 
Rocky was on the verge of 
breaking open the race in its 
climactic Miami Beach phase 
and defeating Richard Nixon. 
The truth is his campaign that 
year, begun belatedly on April 
30, was a fabric of error, of half­ 
heated effort, of misguided 
conceptions. F ar from lifting 
him up, his Miami Beach un­ 
dertakings only underscored 


his sweeping failure. 
In the intervening years, the 
peculiar magic that used to

YOU CAN’T PIN it to age, 
though Rocky will soon be 66 
and will be 68 at nominating 
time. He retains his vigor. 
W hat’s working against him is 
that, to many politicans and 
voters, he’s just been around 
too long. Polling brought that 
out in New York, and killed his 
earlier plan to seek a fifth term. 
His 
sm iling 
face 
still 
bespeaks the w arm -hearted 
man of good will. But it also 
stirs too many memories of 
ancient, bitter battles with the 
hard Right, of tilts with the 
backers of Barry Goldwater 
and Ronald Reagan. 
Few 
R epublican 
party 
realists wish to see a 
1976 
replay of that struggle. That’s 
bad news for Reagan, 
too, 
notwithstanding polls showing 
him leading the GOP pack. 
R eagan gains today 
from 
residual voter attitudes which 
likely will take wholly new 
forms in 1976. 
There has got to be pain for 
Rockefeller in this outlook. He 
moved centerward, backed the 
President at

Yet the 
signs strongly indicate the

subjective standards. 
DEFUNIS. WITH 
an ad 
missions score of 76.23. was 
rejected Thirty-seven minority 
applications were accepted. Of 
these, 36 had scores below 
DeFunis’s score, and 30 had 
averages below 74.50. 
The Law School defended its 
policy on fam iliar grounds: It is 
educationally desirable to have 
a pluralistic student body; it is 
socially desirable to have more 
m inority law yers practicing 
law. If all applicants were 
treated alike, v irtu ally no 
blacks would ever make it.

YET IF AFFLUENCE is not 
to be equated with waste, 
A m erica 
m ay actually be 
among the least “affluent” of 
nations. For while we may 
consum e a disproportionate 
share of the world’s resources, 
our consumption on the whole, 
is efficient, is conducive to even 
great efficiency, and is a 
contribution to the progress of 
the world. 
Paradoxically, a nation like 
India, 
surely 
the 
w orld’s 
poorest for its size, becomes in 
these term s truly “affluent.” 
In that country, millions of 
sacred cows roam the cities and 
c o u n try s id e , 
co n su m in g 
resources not adequate to feed 
the human population, to which 
13 million are added each year. 
There, too, the inefficiences of a 
governm ent 
com m itted 
to 
thorough-going control of every 
aspect of the economy have 
barely enabled India to hold its 
own in the face of population 
growth. 
The spectre of mass famine 
looms 
again 
in 
the 
sub­ 
continent. and once again it is 
the "w asteful” United States, 
which sent $10 billion in aid 
between 1950 and 1971, that 
India is again calling on for 
help. 
CHILE. ONCE 
one ot the 
most stable countries in South 
America, was brought to the 
brink of economic collapse by 
the w asteful socialistic ex- 
periem ents 
of 
the 
late 
President Allende. 
Those 
countries 
which 
p ra c tic e 
sla sh -a n d -b u rn 
agriculture, turning forestland 
into desert after a few years, or 
which pour money into prestige 
items like steel mills or arm ies 
while having to import the 
basic necessities, are guilty of 
far 
g re a te r 
w aste 
than 
Americans, with all their air- 
eonditioners and high-powered 
cars. 
Even the Soviet Union, after 
a half-century of supposedly 
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rational state control of the 
means of production, has still 
not begun to approach the 
ability of the American farm er 
to utilize the land efficiently, 
and 
despite 
its 
vaunted 
technology’ is still unable to 
provide its people with the 
Kinds 
of 
consum er 
goods 
available even to the poorest 
American. 
RATHER THAN 
being a 
m ark of virtue, 
as 
those 
American youths who like to 
play at being poor seem to 
believe, national backwardness 
is in many cases really a mark 
of national folly. 
It is no doubt true that the 
world will simply be unable to 
support an expected population 
of six billion Dy the end of the 
century on a scale presently 
enjoyed by Americans. 
It is also true that Americans 
have wasted much, especially 
of nonrenewable hydrocarbon 
sources of energy. But we have 
begun to realize this, and to 
take steps to utilize resources 
more efficiently, and to develop 
substitute ones. 
Whether technology can win 
the race against soaring world 
population and finite resources, 
or whether we will all even­ 
tually be reduced to a level of 
living hopefully 
som ew hat 
higher than that of India, is the 
burning question in these last 
decades of the 20th century. 
But those nations who indict 
America for exploiting the poor 
of the world could do worse 
than 
copy 
som e 
of 
our 
“wasteful” ways.

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Peterson Defends 
Handling of Initial 
Watergate Probe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - As­ 
sistant Atty. Gen. Henry E .P e­ 
tersen angrily has defended his 
handling of the initial Water- 
late investigation amid fresh 
oubts inspired by the White 
House transcripts. 
“I am not a whore,” he bel­ 
lowed to reporters questioning 
him 
Thursday. 
“ You 
newspaper people are disap­ 
pointed that I’m not a whore! 
And you can print that! I 
walked through a minefield and 
came out clean.” 
His volatile temper calmed 
by the outburst, Petersen 
struggled against a confessed 
temptation to speak his mind 
about the doubts raised by the 
White House-edited transcripts, 
which showed in more detail 
than ever his efforts to keep 
President Nixon 
informed 
about the early investigation. 
For 20 minutes, the urge to 
speak triumphed. 
The exchange took 
place 
when the reporters visite« his 
office to request a full-fledged 
interview. Petersen, head of the 
Justice Department’s criminal 
division, refused. 
‘‘I’m not going to talk about 
it. It’s a no-win situation,” he 
declared, explaining that he felt 
bound by judicial restraints im­ 
posed upon those involved in 
the case. 
Nevertheless, he discussed 
some limited aspects of the dis­ 
closures 
contained 
in 
tran­ 
scripts of tape-recorded White 
House conversations. 
They showed that Petersen, 
who headed the investigation 
before appointment of a special 
prosecutor in May 1973, regu­ 
larly informed Nixon about the 
grand jury proceedings. 
At times, he also advised the 
President about ways to deal 
with the top White House aides 
implicated in the scandal. 
During a conversation April 
17, 1973, Petersen told the Pres: 
ident, ‘‘If I thought you were 
trying to protect somebody, I 
would have walked out.” Mo­ 
ments later, he said to Nixon, 
“ Damn, 
I 
adm ire 
your 
strength, I tell you.” 
That transcript also showed 
that Petersen told of instructing 
his subordinates not to question 
convicted 
dirty 
trickster 
Donald Segretti about the fund­ 
raising activities of Nixon’s 
personal 
lawyer, 
Herbert 
Kalmbach. 
As Petersen recounted it for 
Nixon, he had told the subordi­ 
nates, “We are investigating 
Watergate. We are not in­ 
vestigating the whole damn 
realm of politics and I don’t 
want you questioning him about 
the President’s lawyer.” 
Recalling it Thursday, Peter­ 
sen said that so far as he can 
tell, the transcripts accurately 
report the conversations. 
He kept Nixon informed, he 
said, because ‘‘we thought he 
had a right to know.” 
He said the decisions he made 
in the case were no different 
than a prosecutor makes in 
judging the strength of evi­ 
dence in any case. 
He said that early in the in­ 
vestigation, he saw no reason to 
distrust White House counsel 
John W.Dean III, then deeply 
involved in the cover-up. 
As the cover-up began to un­ 
ravel, Nixon insisted on sharing 
the authority for deciding 
whether Dean was to be grant­ 
ed immunity from prosecution. 
Asked whether he was dis­ 
turbed that Nixon did not leave 
that decision to the prosecutors, 
Petersen replied that “ the 
record is clear” about his posi­ 
tion in his testimony before the 
Senate Watergate committee. 
The transcripts disclosed that 
Nixon on March 21, 1973, sug­ 
gested appointing Petersen “as 
special counsel to the White 
House for the purpose of con­ 
ducting the investigation.”

The phrase “Ohio master 
plan,” he continued, refers to 
“a book of about 500 pages 
written each year by each 
agency about its proposal for 
federal funding, how it will 
meet federal criteria, and so 
forth—every agency does one, 
even education.” He said the 
book contained no reference to 
a plan for the Kent State

Dear Dr. Lamb — 1 am not a 1 
physician or a member of the 
FDA, but I do have a right to 
my personal opinions. I feel the 
AMA and the FDA are working 
together to bar the God-given 
right of any individual the use 
of vitamins to supplement the 
synthetic, 
lifeless food now 
pushed down the throats of the 
consumer. Also, I feel the use of 
natural vitamins in high dosage 
which you people say is harm­ 
ful is not, as opposed to the 
synthetic ones the AMA and the 
FDA take into consideration. 
I am led to believe the AMA 
will not be satisfied until it can 
get 
all 
vitam ins 
under 
prescription to get their cut of 
the business and to keep people 
from staying healthy by taking 
natural vitamin supplements if 
they choose to do so. 
Pear Reader— Yes. you are 
entitled to your opinion, even if 
it is based on misinformation. 
Your 
views 
represent 
a 
segment of the public who do 
i not really understand vitamins 
and are often victimized by 
commercial interests. 
The recommendations for the 
amount of vitamins we should 
get are not set by the AMA or 
the FDA, your first bit of 
misinformation. Rather, they 
are set by 
the Food and 
Nutrition Board of the National 
Academy of Science’s National 
Research Council supported by 
the federal government. This 
organization has nothing to do 
with the direct fee for service 
practice of medicine. So, you 
are very far off the truth. 
Their main goal is to set 
standards to ensure the good 
health of the public and to 
protect the public from unfair 
and often untruthful promotion. 
Your attitude represents a sort 
of widespread paranoia about 
the medical profession, which 
all too often 
is based on 
ignorance. That is what makes 
people like you an easy mark 
for the propaganda of profit- 


uidking commercial interests. 
The AMA and the FDA are 
not against people having 
vitam ins 
— 
another 
misrepresentation. One of the 
first acts of the FDA was to be 
sure that vitamin preparations 
did, in fact, contain the needed 
amounts of vitamins and not 
substandard am ounts that 
mislead the public. Doctors and 
the FDA are all for people 
getting natural vitamins — and 
because the 
best 
natural 
vitam ins 
are 
in 
good 
wholesome foods, it is usually 
recommended that the best 
way to get these is by eating a 
proper diet instead of pill- 
popping or paying through the 
nose for so-called natural 
vitamins promoted by com­ 
m ercial interests. In those 
cases where a person cannot 
get sufficient vitamins in their 
diet, then vitamin supplements 
are commonly recommended. 
Under periods of stress, for 
example during pregnancy, it is 
common 
for 
doctors 
to 
recom m end 
vitam ins, and 
minerals. 
Finally, you are wrong about 
natural vitamins 
not being 
harmful in large amounts, as 
opposed to synthetic vitamins. 
Let me give you a classic 
example. The polar bear liver 
is loaded with vitamin A, just 
about as natural a source of 
vitamin A as you can get. So is 
the halibut liver. If you eat 
much of either you can get 
deathly ill and can even die 
from the effects. Many such 
cases are well documented. 
Excessive amounts of either 
vitamin A or D can have ad­ 
verse effects. The excessive D 
can cause dissolving of the 
bones and other problems. 
So, 
perhaps you should 
consider these points and start 
asking yourself w hy you are so 
hostile to groups that are trying 
to help you and protect your 
health from crass commercial 
interests. That is the significant 
question.

Record 23 Horses May Start In Kentucky Derby Saturday

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AF) - A 
m ixture of 3-year-olds, in­ 
cluding graduates of small 
track racing and major stakes 
winners such as Judger, was 
set to battle for glory and gold 
Saturday in the 100th Kentucky 
Derby. 
The added prestige of this 
centennial Derby, the general 
inconsistency of this year’s 3- 
year-olds and a record purse 
drew the most contenders ever 
for the famed 1*4-mile race at 
('hurchill Downs. 
If all 23 start, which would 
break the record of 22 in 1928 
when Reigh Count won, the 
purse will be $326,500, with 
$274,000 to the winner. The big 
pot—the old record was $198,800 
last 
year when Secretariat 
won—was due to a record 290 
nominations at $100 each and 
increases from $2,500 to $4,000 
to enter and from $1,500 to $3,- 
500 to start. 
The Woody Stephens-trained 
entry of Seth Hanock’s Judger 
and John M.Olin’s Cannonade 
w as made the early 8-5 favorite 
Thursday while the Sigmond 
Sommer pair of Rube The 
Great and Accipiter was second 
at 9-2. 
“He's gonna be taken back 
anyway,” Stephens said after 
the stretch-running Judger 
drew the No. 22 post position. 
The Blue Grass Stakes and 
Florida Derby winner will be 
ridden by Laffit Pincay Jr. 
“The other horse can get a 
position fast,” said Stephens of 
Stepping Stone winner Canno­ 
nade, who will start under An­ 
gel Cordero from the No. 2 post. 
In the No. 1 spot is Meeken 
Stable’s Agitate, winner of five 
of six starts including the 
California Derby. Agitate is the 
third choice, at 5-1, and will be 
ridden by Bill Shoemaker. 
“As long as I don’t lose my 
jockey on the break, it doesn’t 
matter what my position is,” 
said Frank “Pancho” Martin, 
who trains Rube The Great and 
Accipiter. He was referring to 
Miguel A. Rivera, who fell off 
Accipiter shortly after the start 
of the Stepping Stone. 
When the field goes to the 
post at 5:30 p.m.. EDT, Satur­ 
day, Rivera w ill be on Rube The 
Great, winner of divisions of the 
Gotham and Wood Memorial, in 
the No. 12 slot. Angel Santiago 
will start Accipiter from the 
No. 4 post. 
Other trainers seemed to be 
more interested in the weather 
than the po6t positions. It rain­ 
ed Thursday, but no rain was 
forecast for Derby Day. 
Monte Sims said Kenneth Op- 
tein’s Destroyer, upset winner 
of the Santa Anita Derby, would 
not go on a muddy track. 
“Everything is fine and it will 
even be better if it keeps 
raining," said Preston King, 
trainer of Samuel Lehrman's 
Triple Crown, a doubles stakes 
winner. 
CBS television coverage is set 
for 5 p.m. to 6 p m . EDT. 
Trainer Joe Di Angelo’s prob­ 
lem was in finding a rider. He 
still didn’t have one for the 
doubles stakes winner Sharp 
Gary at the time the entries 
closed. 
Sharp Gary was the only 
gelding entered and he will try 
to become the eighth gelding to 
win the Derby and the first 
since Clyde Van Dusen in 1929. 
Sharp Gary also will be in the 
mutuel field. 
For Charles Milbank, trainer 
of English-bred Sir Tristram, 
the Derby is “an experiment. 
I’m interested to see what he 
does on this track, but I’m sure 
he’ll do well.” 
Sir T ristram , owned by 
American Raymond Guest, has 
raced only four times and his 
only start in this country came 
when he finished out of the 
money in the seven-furlong 
Stepping Stone. He will be rid­ 
den by Bill Hartack, who will be 
trying for a record sixth Derby 
win. Hartack currently is tied 
with the retired Eddie Arcaro. 
Two others entered have done, 
most of their racing in Vene­ 
zuela. They are Set N’ Go and 
Lexico. who will be ridden by 
Gustavo Avila who rode Cano- 
nero II to victory in the 1971 
Demy He is ow ned by Vincenta 
Baptista, whose husband owned 
Canonero. 
Set N’ Go finished second 
against older horses at 1*4 
miles in Venezuela, and Lexico 
won by seven lengths at 1 3-8 
miles, also in Venezuela. None 
of the other Derby contenders 
have raced farther than 1 1-8 
miles 
Others entered included Con- 
sigliore, 
sixth 
in the Blue 
Grass; Bold Clarion, 15th in the 
Arkansas Derby ; Crimson Rul­ 
er. a veteran of Jefferson and 
Evanteiine Downs; Bay Shore 
winner Hudson County; Gold 
And Mvrrh, third ir the Blue 
Grass; Pat McGroder; Flip 
Sal, JR.’s Pet, Little Current, 
Ga Hai and Buck’s Bid 
Flip Sal won a division of the 
Wood; JR.’s Pet has won four of 
five starts including the Ar­ 
kansas Derby; Little Current 
was first in the Evergaldes. Ga 
Hai won the Derby trial, and 
Buck’s Bid was third in »he 
Florida Derby. 
With partly cloudy skies and 
cool weather predicted, more 
than 130,000 people are ex­ 
pected at Churchill Downs 
Some predictions run as high as 
150,000.

Metzenbaum Courts ZJAW 
Jackie Onassis Endorses 
Glenn In Senate Contest 


Probe Chiefs Say 
Transcripts Back 
Dean Testimony 


John Glenn received an en­ 
dorsement from Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis Thursday and 
US. Sen. Howard Metzenbaum 
courted United Auto Workers 
President Leonard Woodcock 
as the race for the Democratic 
Senate nomination entered the 
stretch. 
The two candidates were to 
have their final face-to-face 
confrontation today in a noon­ 
time debate before the Cleve­ 
land City Club. Both planned to 
spend the rest of the day wooing 
votes in Cleveland. 
A Glenn aide said words of 
support from Mrs. Onassis, 
widow of President John F . 
Kennedy and now the wife of 
Greek shipping magnate Aris- 
tole Onassis, will be broadcast 
radio and television com- 
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Salem, Ohio 


in 
mercials “ as soon as possible.” 
In a message taped over the 
telephone from her New York 
City apartment, Mrs. Onassis 
said, “ John Glenn’s leadership 
would be a shining light in the 
United States Senate.” 
She said she and all Ameri­ 
cans remember when the for­ 
mer astronaut “ became our na­ 
tional hero, when he made us 
feel pride in America that we 
had not felt for a long time.” 
Mrs. Onassis spoke on the 
telephone with Jim Dunn, a for­ 
mer aide to her brother-in-law, 
the late U S. Sen. Robert Ken­ 
nedy, who was assassinateed in 
1968. 
She told Dunn, “ I have never 
done anything political for any­ 
one before, but I feel that both I 
and the country have an obli­ 
gation to John Glenn.” 
Metzenbaum appeared with 
Woodcock at a news conference 
at Cleveland’s Burke Lakefront 
Airport and then accompnied 
him to Ashtabula for a tour of 
several plants where workers 
are represented by UAW locals. 
W o od co ck 
ex p ressed 
pleasure that Metzenbaum 
“ has taken on the oil industry.” 
He said gasoline 
price 
in­ 
creases “ had a disastrous ef­ 
fect on the auto industry,” 
causing a 14.7 per cent rise in 
unemployment in the industry. 
Metzenbaum 
lashed 
out 
again at Standard Oil of Ohio 
for its latest price increases, 
saying it will “ take almost $8 
million more out of the pockets 
of Ohio motorists . . . on an 
annual basis.” 
He questioned “ how Sohio 
can be permitted to raise prices 
six cents a gallon by citing 
changes in the cost of crude oil, 
while Ashland Oil Co. is re­ 
ducing prices, also citing crude 
oil costs?” 
Metzenbaum said he was 
continuing to talk with Federal 
Energy" Office officials and had 
been told the agency would in­ 
vestigate Sohio. 
In addition, he said he plans 
to co-sponsor with Sen. Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash., a bill to re­ 
quire the major oil companies 
to secure federal charters. 
M eanwhile, Secretary of 
State Ted Brown held a hearing 
but postponed action on Met- 
zenbaum’s charge against 
Glenn of unethical campaign 
practices in connection with the 
distribution of a bumper sticker 
and a letter. 
The bumper sticker linked 
the senator with President Nix­ 
on’s tax problems and the letter 
alleged his association with 
Communist front groups. 
A fter 
hearing 
testimony 
Thursday, Brown said, “ Some­ 
body 
is lying somewhere. 
There’s definitely perjury.” He 
said he will hold another hear­ 
ing, probably within two weeks 
after Tuesday’s primary elec­ 
tion. 
Glenn blasted Metzenbaum 
during a news conference in 
Cleveland Thursday for his re­ 
ported statement that being in 
the m ilitary was not holding a 
job, and denounced the sena­ 
tor's alleged statement that 
“ we demobilize our troops in 
Europe and rely on the nuclear 
deterrent.” 
Metzenbaum issued a state­ 
ment almost immediately ac­ 
cusing Glenn of “ distorting my 
{»ositions on issues.” 
Glenn’s office said Metzen­ 
baum made the statem ent 
about m ilitary service at an 
April 18 fund-raising dinner in 
Cleveland and suggested the 
demobilization on a Columbus 
television program last Sun­ 
day. 
He challenged Metzenbaum 
to “ look a disabled veteran in 
the eye and tell him he did not 
liave a job.” 
And he charged the senator 
with “ an appalling lack ol un­ 
derstanding of foreign policy” 
and said reliance on a nuclear 
deterrent would be dangerous, 
and more expensive than main­ 
taining the troop force. 
Metzenbaum denied lu* ever 
advocated total reliance on nu­ 
clear deterrents. 
“ I have repeatedly called for 
gradual, phased withdrawal of 


American troops stationed in 
Europe 
over a 
number 
of 
years,” he said. 
“ This 
gradual 
approach 
would begin the process of 
changeover from foreign m ili­ 
tary spending to expenditures 
for sorely needed domestic pro­ 
grams, without adverse effect 
on national security.” 
In other campaign activity, 
state Rep. Charles E . Fry of 
Springfield, candidate for the 
Republican nomination for gov­ 
ernor, accused former Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes of having a 
“ public be damned” attitude. 
Saying Rhodes has refused to 
make public his income tax 
statements and has rejected his 
offers for a debate, F ry de­ 
clared: 
“ I believe the people want 
and deserve a much higher lev­ 
el of openness and account­ 
ability from their public offi­ 
cials. The day of the back- 
slapping politician with his pro­ 
pensity for cronyism is passe.” 
Rhodes, meanwhile, contin­ 
ued to ignore his primary elec­ 
tion opponents and concen­ 
trated 
on Democratic Gov. 
John Gilligan’s administration. 
Campaigning in Cincinnati, 
Rhodes said 8,500 employes 
hired under Gilligan account 
for an expenditure of $85 m il­ 
lion to $100 million annually. 
“ If the level of waste and 


mismanagement in the present 
adm inistration 
continues,” 
Rhodes said, “ the present gov­ 
ernor w ill have to raise the in­ 
come tax just to keep even.” 
Rhodes said if the average in­ 
come tax paid by Ohio families 
is $400 a year and the average 
state employe cost is $10,000, 
“ it takes 25 families to pay one 
additional state employe.” 
Gilligan’s 
news 
secretary, 
Robert Tenenbaum, said “ the 
average tax liability for a fami­ 
ly earning $10,000 with three 
children is $53.” 
He said Rhodes “ has to be 
held accountable for saying 
those things and spouting off 
figures that are totally unrea­ 
listic.” 
Bert Dawson Jr . of East L iv ­ 
erpool, also seeking the GOP 
gubernatorial nomination, told 
newsmen in Columbus he had 
rejected a suggestion from an 
unnamed representative of Fry 
to drop out of the race. 
Dawson said his platform 
planks are: creating a state- 
level review of public education 
financing, earm arking state 
lottery proceeds for mass 
transportation, 
increasing 
gasoline taxes to help restore 
Ohio’s 
dormant 
highway 
construction 
program 
and 
reconstituting the makeup of 
the

School Vo-ed Courses 
Upheld by Ohio Court 


CO LUM BUS, Ohio (A P) - 
Vocational education courses 
within the state public school 
system are “ proper and neces­ 
sary,” the Ohio Supreme Court 
agreed Thursday. 


It let stand a Wyandot County 
Common Pleas Court dismissal 
of a lawsuit brought by R. Den­ 
nis Barnes of Upper Sandusky 
against local and state educa­ 
tion officials. 


Barnes said the vocational 
job training aspects of the 
courses did not fall within the 
scope 
of 
“ common 
school” 
courses as provided by law. 
The trial court, which earlier 
was upheld by the Third Dis­ 
trict Court of Appeals, said the 
last setting up the school sys­ 
tem “ in noway limits the power 
of the General Assembly to 
provide 
for 
vocational 
schools.” 
The court agreed to review 


the conviction of a Columbus 
man on charges of nudity and 
improper dress after police 
found him in a car wearing a 
woman’s clothing. 
John “ Terry” Barnes said 
the Columbus city ordinance 
under which he was tried was 
“ unconstitutionally vague” be­ 
cause it didn’t explain what 
conduct was forbidden. 
The court agreed with the 
Sixth District Court of Appeals 
that E rie County Common 
Pleas Court should give a new 
trial to Roy Lee Smith, con­ 
victed of the Jan. 19, 1973 slay­ 
ing of David A.Bales. 
the appellate court said the 
lower court erred in letting con­ 
fessions about previous armed 
robberies into the record. 
Smith and Bales got into an 
argument over parking in a 
shopping center plaza. An 
argument and 
the shooting 
ensued.

At a Philadelphia news con­ 
ference, Baker also said the 
committee’s final report may 
be delayed beyond the May 28 
target date because the tran­ 
scripts have opened “new lines 
of

search for possible perjury by 
Nixon’s associates at last 
summer’s hearings. 
In Washington, Ervin de­ 
scribed the transcripts as “ re­ 
vealing and astounding” and 
said they “ very strongly cor­ 
roborate” Dean’s Watergate 
testimony. 
He contended the transcripts 
cast a different light on the 
President’s story that he told 
Dean it would be wrong to offer 
executive clemency to the W a­ 
tergate defendants. The White 
House said when it released the 
edited transcripts this week 
that 
they 
clearly 
showed 
Nixon’s innocence of complicity 
in the Watergate break-in and 
cover-up. White House officials 
said 
the 
transcripts 
also 
branded Dean as a perjurer. 
Although Baker said a delay 
may be needed, Ervin said 
there are no plans to ask the 
Senate to extend the com­ 
mittee’s mandate beyond May 
28 to allow extra time for the 
panel’s staff 
to work 
in­ 
form ation from the W hite 
House transcripts into the final 
report. 
Wednesday, Samuel Dash, 
the committee’s chief counsel, 
said the deadline would be met 
but that the committee might 
decide to file a supplemental 
report at a later date if that 
became necessary. 
Senate Dem ocratic leader 
Mike Mansfield said no such re­ 
quest had been made to him but 
that he expects the Senate 
would be sympathetic if the re­ 
quest were made. 
“ Much of the testimony of 
John Dean has been corrobo­ 
rated,” Baker said, adding that 
he based his opinion on reading 
about half of the massive set of 
transcripts. 


He said any evidence of con­ 
flicting statements and appar­ 
ent perjury would be given to 
the Justice Department for pos­ 
sible prosecution. 


Baker also advised the House 
Judiciary Committee now con­ 
sidering Nixon’s possible im­ 
peachment to “ keep its cool” in 
dealing with the White House. 
“ I rather expect if they keep 
patient there will be more evi­ 
dence from the White House to 
come,” he said without elabo­ 
rating. 


By a vote of 20 to 18, the 
committee voted Wednesday 
night to send the President a 
letter stating he is not in com­ 
pliance with the panel's sub­ 
poena, which demanded the ac­ 
tual tape recordings of many of 
his Watergate conversations 
rather than just edited tran­ 
scripts.

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Bill to Abolish Mayors’ 
Courts Stirs Controversy 


COM MB US, Ohio < \P ) 
Backers call it a bill whose time 
has arrived Opponents contend 
it is a pork barrel attempt to 
usurp local authority 
What they are arguing over is 
a controversial measure that 
would abolish the som e 500 
m ayors’ courts in operation 
around the state 
Similar legislation has been 
introduced in every session ot 
the legislature for the past doz- 
en > ears, but the latest attempt 
is different 


The difference has hackers of 
m ayors’ courts worried 
In an effort to get support for 
his bill. Hep Arthur Wilkowski. 
D-46 Toledo, chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, had the 
measure amended to create 38 
new judgeships throughout the 
state 


Wilkowski admits it is pork 
barrel legislation. 
“Frankly, without creating 
the new judgeships we would 
never have gotten the bill out ot 
com m ittee .” 
It cam e out 
just bareh 
the day prior to the spring leg­ 
islative recess It is now in the 
House Rules Committee, which 
can schedule it for a floor vote 
Wilkowski said he hopes to 
get the bill out of the Rules 
Committee May 8 and have it 
on the House floor May 15, the 
day after the full legislature 
convenes 
"I have 45 votes counted for it 
and that is not including a 
single Republican vote,” 
he 
said “I think there are at least 
four Republicans who w ill vote 
for it.” 
Wilkowski said his main wor­ 
ry w ill lie attendance after the 
primary. 
“Some of the member who 
are defeated may not show up,” 
he said Wilkowski said in that 
case he would try to delay the 
May 15 floor vote 
The Toledo legislator said he 
believed the casts of the new 
judges would be worth 
the 
price “You can't put a dollar 
tigure on justice,” he said, 
“and there is little justice in 
mayors* courts.” 


Wilkowski and his supporters 
believe 
mayors' 
courts 
are 
little more than revenue pro 
during sources for municipal­ 
ities Main mayors agreed 
“It is the worst kind of jus­ 
tice,” said Richard Broughton, 
former mayor of suburban t'p 
per Arlington “As a mayor I 
know 
1 practiced it 
Broughton said there always 
was a tendency lor a mayor 
acting as a judge to back his 
policemen to the fullest, even if 
the\ could be wrong 
“They 
don’t 
want 
to 
go 


against their police officers,” 
he said, “because good ones are 
hard to find You try to keep 
them happy.” 
Rep 
Raymond Luther, K-i 


Newark, opposes the bill, con­ 
tending mayors' courts should 
remain. 


“ Nobody knows the problems 
«) person may have like the 
mayor in a small com m unity,” 
he said. “Anybody who doesn’t 
want to be tried by one can al­ 
w ays transfer the case to a mu­ 
nicipal court.”
